More Charity ‘Than’ Predecessor. 


‘Considering the mass of inforuim 
tion possessed of the refgning Ponufl 
>of his personal characteristics, ap- 
pearance, dress and manner of liv- 
ing—the meagre knowledge generally 
had of the Vatican treasures is sur- 
prising.” How few people know 8 
actly how. the Vatican is financed and 
maintained as a forersost court of 
Europe! 

For nearly sixty years the Roths 
childs have been the principal ünan- 
cial advisers of the Vatcan. Pope 
Leo regarded the great European 
tanking house with such favor that it 
had absolute supervision of his pri- 
vate fortune and gave carefully heed- 
ed advice about investing the Papal 
moneys. But it is rumored that E. us 
X. is far from being satisited win 
the 3 per cent revenues derived irun 
these investments. Indeed. the nur 
tude of His Holiness recently inspir- 
ed the report that a prominent Aweri 
can banking house had been invited 
to remedy the situation. Additional 
color was given the report by tue 
coruial reception Pope Pius extended 
to J. Pierpont Morgan when the lat 
ter was in Rome. 

Apropos of the Papal income, it is 
not generally known that when tue 
cuurch and state were separated in 
Naiy thirty-five years ago a law was 
passed guaranteeing His Hol.ness and 
his successors forever, besides the 
Vulcan and Lateran palaces and tie 
Gandolfo villa, an annual income of 
3,225,000 lire. Pius IX. and Leo XIII. 
have been followed by Pius X. in ig- 
noring’ this allowance, wh.ch still 
remains unclaimed and unpaid. lts 
arrears, if not lapsed by proscript.on, 
amount now to nearly $22,000,000. 

By strict economy the Vatican bud- 
get of expenses was reduced during 
the year 1905 from $1,500,000 to about 
$1,000,000 even. This was made pos- 
sible, notwithstanding the sudden 
diminution in the contributions Irom 
France for the Peter's Pence Fund 


and the expense of restoring the. 


churches an} seminariés damaged by 
“the-Catabrian earthquake, by a gan- 
eral reduction in the salaries of pre- 
lates and nuncios abroad and by the 
abolition of several sinecures in the 
Curia. 

Several months before beginning to 
economize in miner household Items, 
toe Pope decided that twere were too 
many Cardinals of the Curia, or Car- 
dinals resident In Rome. Each of 
these residint Cardiuals receives a 
yearly income of $4,200 and thelr 
number may be gathered from the 
fact that Pope Leo paid out to them 
$100,000 in salaries during the c.o 
ing year of bis reign. 

While Pope Pius is economical iu 

administering the affairs of his house 
hold, he gives more in charity, consid- 
ering his resources, It is said, (hin 
did his great predecessor, who was fa- 
mous for his henevolences. Pius X. 
keeps practically noth.ng for himself 
and his way of living suggests a coun- 
try curate more than a soverelsn 
Poutiff. His dress costs him noting 
—nuns make his robes and esteein it 
an honor and privilege, and plous la- 
d.ca see that his wardrobe Is never 
lac«ing In white silken calotes, in vel- 
vet shoes worked with pure gold end 
in girdles embroidered with bis arms 
in jewels and gold. 
Nor is any of the money received at 
the Vatican kept by him. What oc 
hand takes in the other sends out in 
payment of the Vatican expensis, to 
the free achools of Rome, to the poor, 
even to the Catholic press. 

The Vatican income has a triple or- 
igin. Pius IX. left in the pont incal 
treasury a capital Which for many 
years has yielded an income of $600. 
000. This has been invested in Ital 
lan bonds, but the income is, thoug) 
sure, not so large as Pius X. desires. 
Hence, for a year or more the Vati 


rta| can has been ridding itself of these 


securities and buying solid Eglise 
bonds. 

Another source of income is the 
Peter's Pence, which, though consid. 
erably run down since the French sè- 
cession, amounts to about §760,000 a 
year, a substantial portion coming 
{from Germany. An average of $26), 
000 a year is ‘derived from the real 
estate rentals in Rome and another 
$10,000 comes from the Dataria tax 
on bulla and briefs. 

The third source of revenue is used 
for tie extraordinary budget It 
comes from the apostolic chancellery, 
and amounts to about $500,000 annual 
ly. This total is not overmuch for 
the spiritual head of nearly 250,000, 
000 souls. 

At stated periode—usually four 
times a year—the Prefect of the P» 
pal Palaces receives a apecial delo 
gate from the Rothschilds, freqnenty 
a member of the family, and is fully 
advised, in behalf of the Holy Father, 
or the most promising opportunities 


tor investment. According to reliable 


information, the Pope for some time 
past has been favorably disposed to 
ward the United States as a fold for 
investment, but bas been restrained 
from acting upon his conviction, 


A few years ago only men of great 
fortune possessed private cars. Now- 
adays there are so many of these pal- 
aces on wheels that thelr value ts 
estimated at $72,000,000.

“blended whisky.” The manner of its 
aration is about as follows: 
a barrel of 48 gallons possibly 38 
40 galions of cologne spirits are put 
into a tank—cologne spirits belng the 
ether of the whisky, which passes 
trom the still in the process of dis- 
tilling, as benzine precedes illuminat- 
ing oll in the distilling of petroleum. 
Itis a neutral spirit having no taste, 
but its effect upon the human system 
is very pernicious,.and, when taken 
to excess, it files to the brain and 
į produces very unpleasant results. To 
this 38 or 40 gallons of cologne spir- 
its possibly 4 gallons of straight whis- 
ky are added, together with 2 gallons 
of prune juice, 2 gallons of peach 
juice, and a little vanilla, pineapple, 
or some other flavor to give it a'dis- 
tinctive and pronounced character. 
This compound, or ‘blend, is allowed 
to stand for some months, until the 
component parts are all blended. The 
compound is then bottled or bar 
rolled, widely advertised and sold un- 
der fancy and alluring names, at 
prices ranging from 75 cents to 81 
a bottle.”

Insurance Figures In Favor of the 
Abstainers. 

In Illinois, where local option pre 
vails and high license la the rule, the 
average savings dank deposit, per 
capita, Is $20.75. In Maine, the aver 
age per capita of savings is $103.76. 
These figures argue that even from a 
purely monetary standpoint total ab- 
stinence pays. 

In 1840 Robert Warner, a Quaker, 
applied to an English life insurance 
company for a policy, and was told 
that, as a total abstainer, he would 
have to pay an extra.premium, the 
company holding that the moderate 
use of „liquor tended to prolong life. 
Warner did not believe this theory, 
and started an Insurance company of 
his own. Warner's company divided 
the risks it took into two classes, 
one made up of total abstainers and 
the other of men who drank in moder- 
ation. In the thirty-three years from 
1866 to 1898 the deaths In the list of 
moderate drinkers were 97 per cent 
of those expected; In the list of total 
abstainers the deaths were only 70 
per cent. of those expected. In other 
words, the death rate among modar- 
ate drinkers was nearly 40 per cent. 
more than among total abstainers. 

During the last thirty years there 
died in Europe alone of alcoholism a 
total of 7,500,000 people. That is more 
people than were killed in all the 
wars of the Nineteenth century. The 
ahority for these statements is Matti 
Helenius, a member of the faculty of 
the University of Denmark, who goes 
or to show that in Denmark one out 
of every seven men who die between 
the ages of thirty-five and fifty-five is 
a victim of alcoholism,

Comparisons Between  Taxs Levies 
and “Joint Money.” 

“The city of Hutchinson furnishes 
an excellent object lesson. We quate 
from a recent report of its mayor, 

„por the first time in the history 
of the city the floating debt has been 
reduced. The street fund has changed 
from a deficit of 88.0% to a surplus 
of $4,000 and the general fund from 
a $15,000 deficit to a $6,000 deficit. 
Not one dollar of ‘Joint money’ went 
into the treasury in this ume. In the 
elght years prior, when the saloons 
were running, the floating debt was 
increased by $75,000. Of this $55,000 
way refunded and $20,000 was left 
over for us to pay. During part of 
that thme as high as $1,000 a month 
was collected from the ‘Joints.’

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People who have made the study x 


of animals, especially water animals, 
a life work, know that the frog pos- 
sesses Almost as Many peculiar char- 
acteristics as a human being. 

The bull frog, the eatable species, 
comes from the lakes and low lands 
of Pennsylvania, Maryland, Louisi- 
ana and along the marshes of the 
Great Lakes. It is said that there is 
more trouble and less money about a 
frog farm than there is about any 
other business. Still many people 
living in the low lands and swamps 
of the Statea mentioned depend en- 
tirely upon this novel but interesting 
work for a livelihood. 


The better class of frog farmer 
has from two to six ponds where 
he breeds and raises his frogs. In 
this way he can keep the frogs of 
different ages in different ponds. 

Frog eggs are about the size of 
pin heads, and are lald in a sliiny, 
jelly-like substance that partially 
protects them. From 400 to 800 
eggs are the spawn of a single fe- 
male. The eggs hatch the tadpole or 
pollywog. This in turn becomes a 
baby frog. Between the time of 
change from tadpole to frog about a 
year elapses, and it takes the frog 
about two and a half or three years 
to grow large enough for market. 
They are better around the age of 
five years than at any other time; 
after that they become tough. It is 
ə very hard matter to separate the 
frogs at different ages for they must 
have mud in the bottom of their 
pools or they will not hatch, so no 
floor can be placed there, and they 
easily dig under any wall that can 
be bulit. 


After he is big enough for market 
the frog is caught with a bull's eye 
lantern. This is flashed in his eves 
at night, blinding him long enough 
to be captured. In the daytime the 
animal is shy and will not allow a 
person to approach, but when he Is 
once scared from a place it is safe 
to say he will return there as soon 
as the person has gone. When 
caught and worried or teased he will 
cry almost like a baby. 

In a hard season, when small fish 
and Insects are scarce, the frog eats 
hia own families, it being a “tase of 
the biggest frog getting the most to 
eat. It is no uncomman thing to 
catch a bullfrog that has another in 


* his stomach half its own size that it

Their worst 
enemy is the large fish. In ponds 
where fish are also raised the fish 
tivo almost entirely on the frogs. 

Another peculiarity of the fror is 
that it will seldom touch a dead 
carcass.” The beetle or other Insect 
must move before the frog will 
touch it. 

There is one other species of the 
eatable frog that is known as the 
spring frog. It growa in the spring 
on farms and ranches and is consid- 
ered to be more palatable than the 
bull frog, but is smaller. Farmers 
who have these frogs In thelr springs 
refuse to allow’ them to be killed, 
claiming that they purify the water. 
This makes them harder to ret and 
they are more expensive than the 
other variety. 

The tree, or marah frog, is noted 
as being one of the best weather 
prophets that lives. He always crie: 
before a rain. He is about three 
inches in length, but is not fit for 
for food. Some are sold as weather 
prophets, but the demand does not 
pay one to raise them.

Some creamery men object to the 
introduction of the farm separator at 
first and condemn them in a great 
many ways, but as a rule, they ob- 
ject to them because they do not care 
to make preparations for handling 
the cream or it generally comes in 
small quantities at first: It necessi- 
tates different apparatus for testing 
and more work for the comparative- 
ly small amount handied. 

Again some object to the use of 
the farm separator on the claim that 
butter made from farm separators is 
not of as good quality as that made 
from whole milk. The cause of the 
poor butter is not in the use of the 
farm separator system but in the 
abuse in not taking proper care of 
the cream, not delivering the cream 
often enough, and not keeping the 
separator cleaned. Right here is 
where a great many short sighted 
separator agents have done a lot of 
harm to the system by claiming for 
their respective machines that it is 
unnecessary to wash them more than 
once a day, and sometimes not 80 
frequently. If there is any milk uten- 
sil that needs washing it is the bowl 
of the separator. It gathers filth 
from the milk and holds it and if the 
milk is run through this bowl after 
it has stood for twelve hours; it will 
undoubtedly cause bad flavor. 


New Insect Catcher. 

A Texas farmer has introduced an 
Insect catcher which is designed es- 
pecially for destroying cotton-boll 
weevils and other destructive insects. 
The insects are first dislodged from 
the plants upon which they are found 
and then subjected to a bath of coal 
oll or other liquid. The shape of the 
casing is shown in the illustration. 
Above the bottom isa space for the 
coal oll, The sloping edges the 
end walls serve ås a proper opening 
for the admission of the insects, and 
the general shape of the device is 
such as to permit the insects to be 


readily caught when they drop from 
the bushes or other plants upon 
which they are found. It is Intend- 
ed to use a paddle fn dislodging them 
from the plants. Above the liquid in 
the receptacle is a plece of lattice- 
work which is pivotally connected to 
the bottom to allow of the removal 
of all dead insects. An adjustable 
handle is secured to the back of the 
receptacle and connected with a 
strap around the waist, so arranged 
as to be readily grasped by the 
operator.

How Renovated Butter is Made. 


The process may be briefly out- 
lined as follows, says the Farmer's 
Bulletin: Melting of the butter and 
settling of the curd and brine, skim- 
ming off of froth and scum, drawing 
off and discarding of the curd and 
brine, blowing of air through the 
molten fat to remove faulty odors, 
mixing of milk very thoroughly with 
the molten fat, rapid cooling and 
“granulating” of this mixture by 
running it into ice-cold water, drain- 
ing and ripening of the granulated 
masa for a number of hours, salting 
and working out of the excess of 
milk, packing or making into prints. 

By this process, when used upon 
comparatively fresh raw material, 
butters of low grade are materially 
improved, the farmer's revenue is in- 
creased, values are enhanced—in 
short, a good thing is done, Harm 
begins only when the renovated is 
sold.fur the genuine article, for they 
are not the same thing. While the 
fats in the two are practically the 
same chemicaily, the nitrogenous 
portions are not. Moreover, since 
the article known now and for ages 
past as butter“ is an article the last 
step in whose manufacture is the 
churning of cream, it is evident that 
the product of an elaborate subse- 
quent process, a process entirely for- 
eign to the manufacture of butter,“ 
should be designated by a distinc- 
tive name.

CRUDE STYLE OF DENTISTRY. 


Modern Methods Date from the Six- 
teenth Century. 


In a dental school in Boston. Is a 
collection of hundreds of old dental 
instruments, the fathers, grand- 
fathers and great-grandfathers’ of 
the instruments with which we are 
all more or less familiar in the hands 
of modern dentists. The ancient 
ools arè more suggestive of wood 
carving than of dental operations, 
and u person uninformed on the sub- 
ject would handle the old “keys,” as 
they were called, and guess almost 
any purpose in the world for them 
rather than the real one of wrench- 
ing a gooth out of a human jaw. One 
of the most ponderous of these in- 
struments was made by an American 
blacksmith, little more than ffty 
years ago, and used by him to ex- 
tract teeth—a curious commentary 
on the then general condition of a 
science that is now so widespread. 


Less than a century ago there 
were only a hundred practicing den- 
tists on this side of the water. There 
Is reason to believe that the number 
of rough and ready surgeon dentists 
was much greater than we may have 
any idea of. The famous Aescula- 
pius, patron of physicians, is said to 
have been the first tooth puller in 
Roman history and there are records 
also of the presence of dentists in 
Egypt more than 2300 years ago, 
How they worked, however, is one of 
the interesting secrets that remains 
kept, although it is known that they 
had some method of filling teeth and 
even used gold for that purpose. The 
first known mention of the toothpick 
was made during the first century of 
the Christian era—and so far as 
may now be judged, it very much re- 
sembled the little wooden instru- 
ment that modern politeness declares 
should never be used in public. 
There are also dentifrices—an 
“Arabian produce—bdrightener of the 
mouth,” for example, which was evi- 
dently confined to comparatively few 
users, 

Modern dentistry and modern den- 
tal instruments date only from the 
sixteenth century. The superstition 
of the Middle Ages evolved a host of 
charlatans, whose pictures may still 
occasionally be seen in the early 
prints and who charmed away tooth- 
ache by forms of magic which show 
that the teeth of their patients could 
hardly have been in such very séri- 
ous condition. From these charlatan 
the modern dentist has descended 
very much as the all-important sel- 
entist of to-day may be traced back 
directly to the ancient alchemist. 
Among other things they bought liv- 
ing teeth and transplanted them—a 
horrible instance of which in later 
tines may be, remembered by any- 
one who has read Victor Hugo's Les 
Miuerables,” 

One of tife first printed books on 
dentistry was published about the 
middle of the sixteenth century in 
Sialm. The book was called a “Brief 
snd Compendious Colloquy on the 
structure of the Denture and the 
Wonderful Construction of the 
Mouth, With Many Remedies and 
Nocessary Advice, Together Witn the 
Mode of Treating and Beautifying 
the Teeth,” and ended with an èn- 
graving of St. Appolonſa— the patron 
sal.* of dentistry because her. mar- 
tyrdom had included the extraction 
of her teeth. This one book embraced 
all that was then known of den- 
tlatry, 

tt was not until 1728 that Perri 
Fouchard, the most celebrated den- 
tal operator of the time in Paris, 
began using the frat dental chair, in 
which be vometimes performed, the 
curlous and practical bygone opera- 
tion of extracting a tooth, treating It 
for decay and then putting it back 
again-——an operation that, however 
expeditiously performed, could never 
bave been invariably successful, alk 
though it iu still done in emergen- 
cles.

The sled runner construction after 
the fashion of the old corn marker 
is a tool. The runners should 
de made about eighteen inches in 
length and spaced i2 inches from 
center to center, and the marking 
edges beveled to a V shape, These 
funners will mark two rows at a time 
by Jetting the third runner track 
with the last completed mark. The 
tse of a garden line work à guide 
will start the first row straight. By 
walking backwards and pulling the 
marker by hand will secure perfect 
results. 

The seed drill should be a reliable 
dropper and must be run with a 
steady hand to sechre even seeding. 
The best depth to plant will be de- 
termined by the character of the 
soll.

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PASTURING BY ELECTRICITY, 


Keepe Sheep: Quiet and Results in 
i Saving of Pasture. 

A new way of pasturing sheep has 
come to light, good for the grass and 
good. for the: sheep—that is, pastur- 
ing them by electricity. i 

In recent years nearly every town 
of any size has been provided with 
an electric generating plant, and fre- 
quently the wires are strung along 
country roads from town to town. 
This fact led Mr. McNair, the in- 
ventor of the machine, to attempt 
the use of electricityon the farm. For 
sheep feeding he devised a curious 
pen some 15 feet square, bulit of 
wire and mounted on broad, flat 
wheels. This pen is designed to run 
in any pasture, even though it be 
hilly. Wires connect with a small 
motor stationed at one side of the 
pasture; this in turn being connect- 
ed with the electric wires from 
which power is derived. A turn of a 
button and the pen slowly creeps 
across the field. This is the essence 
of thë invention. . 

Two lambs and part of the time an 
old ewe have been pastured in the 
pen during the summer at the sta- 
tión at Lansing, Mich. The fleld is 
planted in lucerne, growing thicx 
and heavy. The pen is so arranged 
that it crawls the full length of the 
pasture in one month, traveling 
about two feet an hour; at the end 
of this time it is switched around 
and travels back again: - 

As it moves the sheep eat every bit 
of the fodder, eagerly cropping. next 
the forward side of the pen as it 
runs over new ground. A bit of can- 
vas duck is hung over one corner of 
the pen, so that the sheep m do 
well sheltered, and, curious it 
may seem, they have become 0 ac- 


-customed to the moving of the pen 


that when they lle down to sleep 
they snuggle up close to the forward 


end of the pen, so that they may lie f 


as long as possible without being dia- 
turbed by the rear end of the pen as 
it creeps toward them. 

The advantage of this, electrical 
pen Is that the sheep are kept from 
running over, half eating and tramp- 
ling down a large amount of pas- 
ture, and it keeps the sheep quiet, so 
that they take on flesh rapidly. 


Feeding for Wool Production. 

No special fation when fed to 
aheep will produce wool of great 
strength, nor can we say that any 
epecial feed ia to be recommended to 
produce a large quantity of wool. It 
bas often, been obseryed that sheep 
and lambs which have been on full 
feed for long periods, shear heavy 
Nees of wool. This would indicate 
that’ any ration calculated to keep 
the sheep in thrifty condition Is sult- 
able for growing large quantities of 
wool. Wool growers understand that 
it is highly desirable to provide prop- 
er nourishment throughout the year, 
permitting no periods of neglect to 
intervene to destroy the strength of 
the fibers of the fleece, Liberal and 
judicious feeding does not change 
the quality of wool, but ft does affect 
the strength and the quantity pro- 
duced by a given sheep. The weight 
of wool produced lá naturally alect- 
ed both by increasing the length of 
fiber and by Increasing the amount 
of yolk and natural oll in the fleece, 


Proper Stabling of Cows. 

The Department of Agriculture re- 
celved a report from the Tiliadis u- 
periment Station ‘giving a statement 

of efforts made by that station to ob- 
tain information from practical 
dairymen of the results of allowing 
cows the freedom of a clowed shed or 
covered barn yard Instead of confim 
ing them in stables. Tho very favor- 
able results reported by the dairy- 
ten löd the station to put the meth- 
od into actual operation In the Unli- 
vetaity of: Iiling!s. 


Twenty-two cowa were kept much 


cleaner thin when stabled, the milk- 
ing stable was ln a more sanitary 
condition, and consequently it was 
easier to produce clean milk. The 
cows were believed to be more vig- 
orons and healthy than when kept In 
the ordinary stable. The saving of 
labor and also of manure are other 
strong polnte advanced lu favor of 
this pridctice,

It is obvious that for such u utensil 
aluminum, which is not affected by 
acids, possesses exceptional advantag-

As might 
be expected, there are many ana mark-

Our soldiers, Hke those of most of 
the armica of Europe, are provided 
With stockings. In France, however, 
the men in the field are obliged to tur- 
nish thelr own stockings, it they 
choose to wear any, and the sane is 
true of the Nallans and Russian, who 
are s oplied with pleces of linen to 
cover their feet. The Germans have 
stockings, but carry foot linen to sup- 
plement them. S 

Tollet nersssarièòs, includiag brush, 
comb and piece of soap, are provided 
in European armies, but not in our 
own, the American soldier being èr- 
pected to buy them for himself. The 
French soldier bas a towel in peace, 
bet not in war, while the German has 
no towel at any time, unless He fur- 
nivhes it at bis own cost.

Al that they will wasn themselves at

maguey throughout the republic. “T 
am fully willing to acknowledge that 
pulque, when at its best, is perhaps 
the most healthy, cheapest, and 
pleasantest to drink of light aleo 
holic beverages, but the fact of the 
matter fs that it rarely gets Into the 
bands of the consumers when at tts 
best. Pulque ia usually sold over 
the counters of pulquérias in Mex- 
ico as a sour, whitish, semi-putree- 
t enough aloo- 
ho! mized with the Various toxic re- 
sults of. its decomposition to pro- 
duce a sémi‘lethargy which appears 
to bear the same relation to the jo- 
vial alcoholic drunk that a night 
mare does to a pleasant revery, It 
takes a good deal of time and but 
little money to get drunk on pulque 
and more time and often money te 
get over the effects of the drink. The 
brain is softened, the digestion 
ruined and the nerves paralysed by 
the fong-continued use of 
subtle polson. It is said that $30,- 
000 a day is spent for pulque in the 
City of Mexico, and as each dollar 
spent involves at the smallest esti 
mate the loss of time and other re 
sults costing $3, the pulque-drinking 
habit makes the working class of 
the City of Mexico poorer to the ex- 
tent of $1,800,000 a month, leaving 
entirely out of consideration the dis- 
aatrous moral and social results of 
pulque drinking. No large employer 
of labor will get his mon from 
pulque districts If any other is 
evallabie.”—Modern Mexico. 


Temperance in England. 

In England, the drink habit has 
long been painfully on the Increase, 
but a reaction*seems now to have 
fairly set in. There has been a 
marked falling off since the statis 
tics of 1898 were made public tn the 
per capita consumption of spirits, It 
is stil) uncomfortably large, bat 
shows that the tide has turned.

The milk is subjected to u 
heat of 180 degrees at first and then 
passes to another tank heated to 100 
degrees, and then to another heated 
at 34 degrees. All this is done in 
three minutes and the flavor of the 
milk gives not the slightest indication 
ef tho treatment it has received. 
‘What makes the authorities proud is 
that not a single case of typbold or 
amy other disease that can be traced 
to cow's milk has occurred at the 
institution since this sterilizing plant 
was put in. 

The dish washing machines con- 
sist of two parte.

THE DECREASE OF LYNCHING. 


It is gratifying to discover among 
the gloomy statistics. of crimes and 
violent deaths one decided evidence 
of improvement, says the Pittsburg 
Dispatch. That is in the decrease of 
lynchings, the total number of which 
during 1905 was 66, not much over 
half the average for the past ten 
years, and the lowest number for 
twenty years. z 

Of the 66 victims of lynching 65 
were negroes. But of the 66 less 
than a quarter were in revenge for 
the crime which is alleged in the 
South as the justification for lynch- 
ing. This shows the hollowness of 
the pretext, but that phase is less sa- 
Ment than the remarkable diminu- 
tion in mob murder due to the im- 
proved public sentiment of the 
South. It seems that just about the 
time when such appeals to race ha- 
tred as “The Clansman'“ are reach- 
ing literary and dramatic form the 
intelligence of the South fs realizing 
that government by Taw is infinitely 
perferable to the rule of mob vio- 
lence and race Insanity.

It is probable that London/has the 
distinction of being the only port 
where the ships lying at anchor are 
privileged to have their letters de- 
livered to them by rtvér postmen, it 
being customary at other ports for 
sàllors to apply personally for their 
letters. unlesa the ship is in dock.

aged for extracted or for . 
honey ið usually turned into’ 
the following season; that is, it is 
made into comb foundation, which is 
ten employed in the same hives to 
increase their yield of marketable 
honey. It is even the case that in 
most aplaries managed on approved 
modern methods more pounds of 

| foundation are employed than wax 


produced; ‘hence less progressive bee 
keepers—those who adhere to the 
use of box hives and who can not 
therefore utilize comb foundation— 
are called upon for their wax pro- 
duct. As each pound of wax repre- 
gents several pounds of honey, all 
cappings removed when preparing 
combs from the extractor, all ecrap- 
ings and trimmings and bits of drone 
comb, are to be saved and rendered 
into wax. This is best done in the 
solar wax extractor the essential 
parts of which are a metal tank with 
wire-cloth atrainer and a glass cover, 
the latter generally made double, 
The bottom of the metal tank 18 
strewn with pieces of comb, the glass 
cover adjusted, and the whole ex- 
posed to the direct ays of the sun. 
A superior quality of wax filters 
through the strainer. 
Starting Queen Cells. 

The queen cells used by various 
queen breeders vary greatly. Nat- 
ura. Queen cells are sometimes used 
im queen rearing by cutting them 
from the comb and fastening. them 
with wax to a bar the length of the 
top bar of the hive, says the Farmer's 
Bulletin. These cells already stocked 
with royal jelly, the food of the 
Queen larvae, are ready to use by 
simply removing the larvae already 
in them and replacing them with 
Yarvae from the breeding queen. 
There are, however, several objec- 
tions to such cells. They are far from 
uniform, and are not eaaily put into 
nursery cages when sealed; they are 
supplied with more royal jelly than 
fa necessary; in most cases they are 
not easily obtained in sufficient num- 
ber; and, finally, they can not be 
handled and removed, as can arti- 
cial cella. Where such cells are 
used it is often customary to allow 
the queens to emerge on the combs 
of the hive, but this necessitates the 
hunting for young queens, which is a 
waste of time. 


Production of Drones. 

The same queen produces both 
workers and drones, Whether this is 
Gone at will is still an open ques* 
tion, but all admit that at times it 
appears that way. As a rule 0 
drone eggs are laid by a fertilized 
and prolific queen until the approach 
of a swarming season nor do we or- 
Giparily find them in the fall. It.te 
anid that ff a colony la supplied with 
only drone comb it will abandon the 
hive, while if all worker comb is giv- 
om it will go on contented and bappy. 
From this it is inferred that the 
queen prefers to lay worker eggs, 
but to our mind nothing of the kind 
la proven. It is more probable that 
drone eggs are produced, but for 
want of a suitable place in which to 
deposit they are dropped or- other- 
wise destroyed. Both workers and 
drones are necessary and if the 
queen has any control over the mat- 
ter she is probably as willing to pro- 
uce one as the other, as the inter- 
ests of the colony demand it.

Troops Smart and intelligent. 

When about-thirty military attaches 
accepted an ‘invitation from the Chi- 
nese Government to go and wi 
some military manoeuvres at € , 
Called Hochien-Foo they looked for- 
ward to a pleasant journey up the 
river, a ride to the walled city of Ho- 
chien, and then an amusing exhibition 
by a few hundred Chinese soldiers 
dresséd in new uniforms of Western 
style. 

There is nothing in a military organ- 
ization that foreign experte watch 
more closely than its transport., The 
efficiency of that branch ia regarded 
as the Index of the efficiency of the 
army as a Whole, and new armies al- 
most invariably display, weakness in 
this respect. For the Chinese manoou- 
vres the troops had been drawn from 
widely separated districts. They were 
concentrated at a point over fifty miles 
away from the nearest barracks, and 
in some instances hundreds of miles 
aways from their home stations. The 
scheme thus necessitated the employ- 
ment of a great deal of transport to 
provide tents, bedding, and food. Un- 
der similar condi ions many an organ- 
{zation in Europe or America would 
have broken down. Even in Germany 
there have been instances in recent 
years of troops engaged in manoeu- 
yres m robin d od 7 Ô 5 
ing at night without food or shelter. 

The Chinese had therefore set them- 
Selves a task at which many a com- 
mander in the West would haye quall- 
ed. Yet everything worked perfectly. 
The commissariat was efficient to 80 
high a degree that nothing had to be 
bought in the villages in the neigh- 
borhood of the manoeuvres. As proot 
of bow well handled the troops were 
the foreigners remark that throughout 
four hot and -trying days hardly a man 
tell cnt. 

At the Ho- chien vřes the ex- 
céllence of the organization surprised 
the '‘forelgners, but the denim and 
appearance ot the troops surprised 
them even more. The London Times 
had at Ho-chien its correspondetit who 
whe with Gen. Nogi durig the siege 
of Port Arthur, à man who, Daring 
deen dome of the finest dis of 
heroism ih the history of war and 
some of the most wonderful soldiers, 
could not be accused of having a low 


“standard to Judge by. Yot this is what 


~ he says of the Chinese Army: 


“Between a European and a Chinese 
regiment on march there is both- 


ing oba Physique, equipmellt, 
and qe ent impress one as be- 
ing much sare, A Western sòl- 


dier, perhaps, la Inclined to look bor- 
éed,whereas the Chinaman seefs more 
keen; and appears to take @ greater là- 
terest In his work. At attention the 
Chinese Infantry stand Iike heroes, 
rigid and impassive, yet fn attitudes 
instinct with life, the expression of 
their faces firm, often suggestive of 
strong character, Skirmishing is con- 
ducted in orthodoz fashion, the men 
showing great attention to the work 
in band, carefully following every or- 
der with regard to sighting rifles, Ke. 
They avail themselves of every scrap 
of cover when advancing, while the 
control of each subaltern over his 
section of the line and of the com- 
pany commanders seems absolute.

The bridging work ts 
described aa equal to anything the 
Japanese did in Manchuria, and it ts 
declared that the celerity with which 
a regiment was embarked and disem- 
berked could have bran surpassed 


nowhere in the world. The foreigners 


saw A telegraph section at work, and 
it was evident that the men knew 
perfectly well wha they were about. 

Finally, a field hospital followed 
each brigade, and every battalion was 
accompanied by a batch of stretcher 
bearers.

TRADE UNIONS AND SALQONS. 
An Important Engileh Laber Meve. 
mont. 21 
Gtrenuous efforts are now, belag 
made in England to divorce meetings 
of workingmen altogether from publie 
houses. (saloona). ; 1 
It will doubtless surprise the 
ing men of America to learn that out 
of 3,393 local branches of nige, im 
portant trade unions in the United 
Kingdom, having a total membership 
of 353,816, no less than 1,716 branches, 
or 72 per cent. of the whole, hold their 
meetings in public houses The case is 
most serious in larger unions. The 
Amalgamated Society of Engineers, 
with a membership of 94,157, has 78 
of its branches meeting in drink 
shops. The Amalgamated Society of 
Carpentera and Joiners, with a mem- 
bership of 62,000, has 68 per cent., and 
that of the railway servants, with a 
membership of 55,000, 73 per cent. of 
their branches meeting in public 
houses. In the case of the Frundly 
Society of Ironfounders the percent- 
age is 92, and in the boilermakera, 
iron and steel shipbuilders, it is 83. 
In Great Britain a number of leaders 
in workingmen’s organizations are 
also leaders in temperance work. 
John Burns is an example who stands 
high in the estimation of the commu- 
nity as a labor loader, a temperance 
advocate and a progressive legislator. 
Another of the prominent English 
trades unionists is Mr. Isaac Mitchell, 
who is the labor candidate for Dar- 


Ungton, and is secretary for the Gen- 


eral Federation of Trades Unions. 

Mr. Mitchell is about to initiate a 
temperance movement Inside the la- 
bor movement. 

He is seeking to induce trade talons 
to sever entirely their conection with 
the drink shops, thus at once to save 
their weaker members from continual 
temptation, and to terminate all com- 
plicity with the discreditable traffic. 

The work of temperagce is carried 
on in connection with almost all other 
organizations, why not With labor or- 
ganizations? . 


A Great Army. 

According to official statistics, as 
gathered by Commissioner Carroll D. 
Wright, of the Bureau of Labor, there 
are 140 cities in the country having a 
population of 30,000 and upwards. 

In these cities there were, in 1898, 
294,820 people arrested for drunken- 
ness, almost ten times as many as 
now comprise our army in the Philip- 
pines. 

If this great army of drunkards were 
marshaled for a parade, marching 
twenty abreast, it would require four 
and one-half days, marching ten hours 
a day, for them to pass a given point. 
And these 295,000 drunks do not in- 
clude the arrests for “disorderly con- 
duct.“ "assault and a dozen other 
offences which grow out of the legal- 
Ized rum ‘business. The total arrests 
for all causes in these cities was 915,- 
167. Counting the moderate estimate 
of three-fourths of these as being the 
victims of lawful saloons, it would re- 
quire more than a week's marching, 
twenty abreast, for the great proces- 
sion to stagger past a reviewing stand 
—and the rum product of only 140 
cities heard from. 


A WORTHY OBJECT. 


Temperance Work Among American 
Seamen. 

Miss Emma Alexander who Is in 
charge of the W. C. T. U. for work 
among seamen for New York State 
says: 

“We have many bright, clean young 
men, in the navy,—total abstainers 
—who want to uphold the flag and 
the uniform, and feel keenly the con- 
spicuousness of their uniform, and 
resent anything beling done that would 
tend to make the sailor disgrace It, 

“The life of the sailor is unique in 
many respects. He is kept aboard 
ships for days, and sometimes weeks 
and months, and when he has his lib 
erty he must give vent to pent-up 
spirits, and unless good influence Is 
brought to bear upon him when on the 
outside, he is received with open arms 
by the saloon element. 

“I meet many boys whose mothers 
are members of the W. C. T. U., and 
in my experience aboard ship and in 
the hospitals, it Is a real pleasure to 
meet them, and have them tell me 
abowt the “home folks.” 

“Recently two fine looking young 
fellows called at my home in uniform, 
one from St. Paul, and one from Aus 
tin, Tex., and after sitting for a little 
while in the parlor and taking in the 
surroundings one of them said: 
“Well, doesn't it seem good to get in 
a home.” And in a moment or two 
more sald, “would you mind if I played 
on the piano?” I sald, “Certainly 
not, I would be glad to bave you.” 
He proved to be quite a musician, and 
was simply homesick and hungry for 
the aight of a home and for home 
influence. This ja what our men need 
and want and got a Government Sa- 
loon. —Emma Alexander,

17 Beers on Wager Fatal. 

After drinking 17 glasses of beer in 
quick succession, “Joe” Richardson, a 
porter, dropped dead im a saloon at 
Colfax recently. He had made a bet 
that he could drink 25 glasses of the 
beverage. 

Richardson's beer drinking contest 
Against Ume was widely advertised. 
Sports for many miles around drove to 
Colfax.. Several hundred spectators 
cheered him as be poured down 10 
glasses. He then took a short rest, 
while great beads of perspiration 
burst out on his forehead, He sup- 
ported his heart with one hand, show- 
ing that organ was weak. 

Richardson scarcely emptied 
the 17th glass when he gave an ex 
clamation of palin and fell over on 
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Gishbs, with cheese 
as a basis, de mmended as 
palatable, nutritious and economical, 
promising that all hesse 
should be served very. hot. In the 
preparation of these dishes it is well 
to-remember that old cheese should 
be gra and new cheese chopped. 


Cheese Ramekins. 

Put a tablespoonful of butter in a 
hot frying pan and when melted add 
a heaping tablespoontul of flour. Stir 
until frothy, but do not let it color. 
Add little by little a half cup of hot 
milk and stir until smooth and thick. 
Add a half të ful of salt, a few 
graina of cayenne, the yolks of 
three eggs, well beaten and a cup of 
grated cheese. Remove at once from 
the fire, pour into a bowl and set 
away to cool, When cold, fold in the 
atiMy beaten’ whites of the eggs and 
pour into buttered ramekins, Bake 
ten or twelve minutes in a moderate 
oven and serve at once. If desired, 
this preparation may be cooked in 
small custard cups. Fill them not 
more than half full, as the ramekins 
swell considerable. 


Cheese Omelet. 

For this the following ingredients 
are required:—One  tablespoonful 
melted butter, three eggs, three ta- 
dlespoonfuls of cream, one table- 
spoonful grated cheese, and salt and 
paprika to season. Beat the eggs 
slightly, add the cream and halt the 
butter, Put the rest of the butter In 
the pan, and as soon as heated and 
the pan greased sides and bottom 
pour in the omelet. As it cooks, 
hold up the handle of the pan 80 
that the deep portion of the omelet 
keeps close to the heat. Meantime 
with a limber Knife keep the omelet 
from sticking and allow the un- 


oooked portlons to draln off to the |: 


hotter part of the pan. As soon as 
the mixture la thickened to the right 
consistency, begin rolling the omelet 
from you to the outer edge of the 
pan. Brown, lift off upon a hot dish, 
sprinkle with grated cheese and 
serve at once. 


Cheese Croquettes. g 

Cut up one pound of fresh Ameri- 
can cheese into small dice. Have 
ready one cup of very hot cream 
sauce in a saucepan, add the cheese 
and the Iightly beaten yolks of two 
eggs diluted with a little cream. Stir 
the whole togéther and leave on the 
fire for a moment until the cheese 
gets steady.“ Season with salt, 
white and red pepper, and a grating 
of nutmeg. Put this mixture direct- 
ly on the ice to cool and harden, then 
make into croquettes and roll in fine 
breadcrumbs. Dip in egg, then in 
fine sifted crumbs again, and fry in 
deep, hot fat until brown and light. 
These are delicious.

LIGHT-QIVING SEA ANIMALS. 


N Found in the- Deep: 
‘According to a writer in The Scientific 
American there are, on record; sev- 
eral instances of persons having put 
the light emitted by pydomoeoma to 
ptactical purpose. One specimen kept 
alive in a tank in a dark room would, 
when stirred with a stick, emit a light 
Strong enough to enable one ‘to read 


| medium sized print. ` 


Still another writer tells of hav- 
ing written his name with his finger 
upon the side of a glant pyrosoma, 
whereupon the characters were in- 
stantly reproduced in letters of liv- 
ing fire. A French zoologist, who met 
a school of pyrosoma, says that they 
resembled “red hot balls of fre,” but 
the claim is advanced for Birbra, a 
Brazilian naturalist, that he was tne. 
first, to put the light ot these queer 
creatures to practical purpose. Placing 
siz small ones in a swinging glass in 
his cabin; he is said to have written 
s description of the animals by their 
own light. z 

By/some the pyrosoma is called the 

1, ang the name is not out or 
doe, for the animal does rex able 
a barrel, belng about a foot in length 
and open at one end. It is in the 
tropics that it is found at its best, 
but it is also. found sometimes in the 
waters of the islands of Southern Cal- 
ifornia, One caught in Avalon Ba, in 
these waters some time ago was sut- 
cessfully placed in a tank and pho- 
tographed. First seen, a blaze of ligat 
about ten feet below the surface as 
it slowly rose to tne surface, it was 
supposed to be a huge jelly fish. 
Through the window of a glass: bottom 
boat its course was followed as it 
rose, and then its shape was seen to 
be long and cylindrical. A faint light 
was emitted from the animal, but the 
moment it was touched it blazed out 
in a bright glare of silvery green 
light. 

Close examination reveals the tact 
that the pyrosoma is not one animal, 
but in reality millions of minute uc 
tie creatures all joined together in 
one body by insoluble ties Bach of 
these little individual animals in teed- 
ing draws in water that is expeied 
into the Inside space, and out Into the 
sea again through the Opening at Te 
end of the composite animal, It i 
this process of taking in und ejecting 
water that forces the ‘:pyrosoma along, 
In the tropics the pyrosoma often 
grows to great size, One found tnere 
is said to bave. measured four teet 
in length dnd ("hw been ten Inches 
in diameter, Scientists give the py- 
rosoma high rank in the different 
stages of auimal life, classing it a 
little lower. than the fishes.’ Imieoa, 
it is claimed that in the larvae of 
some forms a notocord is to be found, 
believed by some to be a pilimiuive 
backbone. 

The light emitted by these wonder- 
ful animale varies bonn in tlni.. id 
color, some giving off comparatively 
white ight, others a biuish light, and 
stiit others a beautiful pale greenish 
light. The brilliancy of the light given 
off by a vast number of these animais 
when grouped together is best des no- 
ed by Sir Wyville Thompsop, who 
wrote of sailing throueh a large ninm- 
ber of them in this fashion; “It was 
an ¢asy matter to read the smalest 
print sitting at the alier port in “iy 
cabin, and the ¡bows shed or "oer 
side | rapidly widening spaces of

BATING in BLOOD 


Manner in Which Old World 


prerogatives of the crown to the na- 
tion in return for money needed for 
dynastic purposes, or for purely self- 
ish pleasure. The English patch- 
work constitution may be described 
as being of this particular order. 

It was in the year 1848 that most 
of these constitutions, thus engen- 
dered In blood, first came Into actual 
operation. True, the people of well- 
nigh every nation of continental Eu- 
rope had been promised rights of 
self-government at the close of the 
Napoleonic wars in the second deo- 
ade of the nineteenth century. But 
these pledges were ignored by the 
monarchies mainly through the in- 
fluencé of that so-called Holy Allt- 
ance, which had the effect of calling 
into existence the Monroe doctrine, 
and it was not until 1848, when a 
revolutionary wave swept all over 
Europe, that the substitution of gov- 
ernment by will of the people took 
the place of that of despotism by 
Right Divine. Some of the sovereigns 
made a strong fight for what they 
considered a de their sacred prerog- 
atives and called upon their troops to 
fire upon the people. In Vienna they 
butchered the cabinet ministers and 
drove the imperial family from the 
city. In Paris they pillaged the royal 
palace of the Tuilleries and fright- 
ened King Louls Philippe so that, 
abandoning his throne, he concealed 
his identity with blue spectacles and 
a wig and fled to England under the 
assumed name of Smith. .At Berlin 
hundreds of citizens were shot down 
by the troops before the kindly and 
somewhat weak King Frederick Wil- 
liam IV. lasued a proclamation dis- 
claiming responsibility for what had 
occurred, disavowing the action of 
the military and granting the popu- 
lar demand for a full-fledged consti- 
tutional government.. At Turin King 
Charles Albert of Sardinia yielded 
not without a struggle, the "Statute 
Fondamentale del Regno” which is 
to-day the constitution of United 
Italy. 

Among the countries, that can 
boast of having received their con- 
stitutions by the voluntary conces- 
on of the crown are Japan and 
Hongary. Japan's constitution, which 
is of the most modern and liberal 
description was promulgated in Fob- 
runry, 1899, when the Mikado vol- 
untarily surrendéred his autocracy, 
based upon the popular belief in his 
sacred attributes aud semi-divine 
origin to his subjects. This was done 
without any demand whatsoever on 
their part, It was not even asked for 


in the native press or from the plat- pay 


form. It was a movement wholly of 
his own Initiative, made, of course, 
after due consultation with the most 
trusted statesmen of his empire, and 
has had the effect which he intended, 
namely, of contributing to the pros- 
tige of the nation abroad and to the 
development of the progress and èn-

tion in return for money needed for 
dynastic purposes, or for purely self- 
ish pleasure. The English patch- 
work constitution may be d bed 
as being of this particular order. 

It was in the year 1848 that most 

of these constitutions, thus engen- 
dered in blood, first came Into actual 
operation. True, the people of well- 
nigh every nation of continental Eu- 
rope had been promised rights of 
self-government at the close of the 
Napoleonic wars In the second deo 
ade of the nineteenth century. But 
these pledges were ignored by the 
monarchies mainly through the fn- 
fluence of that so-called Holy ANI- 
ance, which had the effect of calling 
into existence the Monroe doctrine, 
and it was not until 1848, when a 
revolutionary wave swept all over 
Europe, that the substitution of gov- 
ernment by will of the people took 
the place of that of despotism by 
Right Divine. Some of the sovereigns 
made a strong fight for what they 
considered to'be their sacred prerog- 
atives and called upon their troops to 
fire upon the people. In Vienna they 
butchered the cabinet ministers and 
drove the imperial family from the 
city. In Paris they pillaged the royal 
palace of the Tullleries and fright- 
ened King Louls Philippe so that, 
abandoning his throne, he concealed 
his identity with blue spectacles and 
a wig and fled to England under the 
assumed name of Smith. .At Berlin 
hundreds of citizens were shot down 
by the troops before the kindly and 
somewhat weak King Frederick Wil- 
Ham IV. Issued a proclamation dis- 
claiming responsibility for what had 
„occurred, disavowing the action of 
the military and granting the popu- 
lar demand for a full-fledged consti- 
tutional government. At Turin King 
Cherles Albert of Sardinia yielded 
not without a struggle, the “Statute 
Fondamentale del Regno” which is 
to-day the constitution of United 
Italy. 

Among the countries, that can 
boast of having received their con- 
stitutions by the voluntary conces- 
slon of the crown ‘are Japan and 
Hungary. Japan’s constitution, which 
is of the most modern and liberal 
description was promulgated in Feb- 
runry, 1899, when the Mikado vol- 
untarily surrendéred his autocracy, 
based upon the popular belief In bis 
sacred attributes “and semi-divine 
origin to his subjects. This was done 
without any demand whatsoever on 
their part. It was not even asked for 
in the native press or from the pint- 
torn. It was a movement wholly of 
his own initiative, made, of course, 
after due consultation with the most 
trusted statesmen of his empire, and 
has had the effect which he intended, 
namely, of contributing to the prem- 
tige of the nation abroad and to the 
development of the progress and on- 
lirhtenment, as well as ot the indus- 
trial, commercial and intellectual ac- 
tivity of the people. True, there had 
been a revolution in Japan some 
twenty years previously, but it was a 


revolution which had for its object, and 


not the conquest of any rights of 
self-government, but the restoration 
to the throne of the autocratic tem- 
poral power, of which it had been 
robbed by the usurpation of the Sho- 
Kun. Japan is an amazing country, 
dificult as ever of comprehension te 
the foreigner, especially if he does 
not happen to have reaidéd for some 
length of time in the Orient. But 
one of the most surprising things in 
ite history of the last half, century 
haw been the popular revolution in 
tu vor of restoration of the most 
absolute potiam to the Emperor 
and then the latter's unasked-for 
concession to his subjects 20 years 
later of a most liberal constitution, 
with legtalative forms of government 
and the surrender of his autocraty

How It Binds, in Washington, and 


How It Annoys With Its Binding. 

The tribulations of the conductora 
on the elevators in the state, war and 
wavy building are many, says the 
New York Sus. There is as much 
etiquette om one of these cars on a 
busy day as one would find at one of 
the big dinners at the White House, 

The approach of the Secretary of 
State, of War, of the Navy in the 
direction of one of these lifts“ is 
signaled by a peculiar clapping of the 
hands by all the messengers or vet- 
erang who guard thé affroaches to 
the building. 

So, at the sounds of three bells“ 
on the push button (a secretary 
call), no matter who is on the eleva- 
tor, be he an admiral or a general, 
the lever is reversed,down or up it 
goes, as the Indicator reads, and the 
secretary is carried at once to the 
floor of his destination for there is 
no stopping at the floors to take on 
or let off anybody else. A 

Now comes the time when the 
keen discretion of the conductor— 
his remembrance of faces and his 
knowledge. of ranks of army and 
navy officers and their precedence— 
is brought into play. i 

For instance, on the day of the 
funeral of a well known general, the 
building was alive with officers in 
full dress uniform on thelr way to 
Bt. John’s church to attend the cere- 
monies. A major of cavalry from 
Fort Myer, Va., having business at 
the quartermaster’s department, was 
on the elevator and was being shot 
up to the third floor, when “three 
bells” announced the Secretary of 
War at the ground floor. Down went 
the elevator. The secretary and the 
major saluted and before the salu- 
taion was over two bells“ rang, 
meaning that un officer of high rank 
wished to ride in a Jiffy. 

The secretary, of course, was it,“ 
and was first ushered out at the sec- 
ond floor. Then up flew the elevator 
to the fourth floor, to answer the

NEGRO TRIAL JULY 5. 


Plan To Send 300 Policeman Here To in- 
Sure The Logal Hanging. Probable 
Burning Says Sheriff. 


It baa been definitely determined by 
the State authorities that in case of 
conviction, William Lee, the negro} 
aseailaut of Mrs. G. Robert Barnes | 
and Mies Frances Powell of Somerset 
county, must at all hazards be return- 
ed to Princess Anne, Somerset sent, 
to be hanged. i 

This was decided in spite of the 
open assertion of Sheriff George 
Brown that the county autborities de- 
sire no militia or other assistance and 
the admission by the Sheriff that he 
expected Lee would be burned to 
death if returned to the reat of his 
crime. 

The State plaj now is not to send 
militia with the prisoner, bnt about 
800 stalwart policemen from Balti- 
more city, commanded most probably 
by Marshal Farnan whose tajents for 
handling such a situation are highly 
thought of by both the Governor and 
his official advisers. 

The argument as advanced this 
morning by a State official, Wees 
opinion will bave much to do with 
the final decision was as follows; 

„Baltimore pdlice, say about 800, 
would have no difficulty in taking Lee 
back to Princess Anno and seeing that 
he was properly and legally hanged.

In preparing statisties of Ameri- 
can cities, he remarked that the per 
capita cost of government was 
greater in larger than in small cit- 
ies. If that were true, comparison of 
per capita cost would have no valus. 
His own calculations show that it 
is only in the case of New York that 
there prevails such a paradox or 
that the more people a community 
has the more each member must pay 
for living in it. - 

On the one hand there is Boston. 
With about a sixth of New York's 
population Boston people pay for 
certain services twice what a New 
York citizen does, On the other 
hand, there are Chicago, London, 
Philadelphia and Tokio. All are 
cities of the first class, and every 
one operates its departments at con- 
siderably less for each inhabitant 
than New York does. The excuse 
that\New York is new does not ac- 
count for the difference. It is not 
much newer than Tokio and a great 
deal older than Chicago. 

New York salaries generally were 
about five-elghths of the budget be- 
fore they were jacked up In 1905 as 
a campaign preliminary. Now they 
must be three-quarters, notwith- 
standing that the budget has been 
meantime Incréaséd $6,000,000. It 
takes no more money to govern Lon- 
don than New York pays in salaries, 
yet London is fully one-third larger. 

New York would make only two 
Chicagos, byt our total expenses are 
four times greater. Chicago's public 
safety service costs a mere $93,723, 
to our $1,108,373. Her highways 
and sanitation are maintained for 
$2,857,625, while we, with only 
twice her population and a smaller 
territory, expend on these depart- 
ments $11,647,335. 

There are suspicious differences in 
the relative cost of policemen, fire- 
mien and executive offices. What con- 
stitutes the miayoralty office in the 
two first cities of America is put 
down as costing:— 

New York, $213,089, of which 
$171,146 is for salaries; Chicago, 
$87,846, of which the salary part is 
$61,319. 

New York would make only five 
Glasgows, but that city, which has 
been studied as a model by all recent 
municipal reformers, gets along 
with what we pay Commissioner 
Woodbury just for- cleaning street. 
In other words, a municipality one- 
fifth our size so conducts itself as to 
be regarded as a criterion without 
spending one-twelfth the money. 

Interest on the city debt is no 
small part of the city expenses. 
Nearly one-seventh of the direct in- 
come of the city in 1906 or $15,396,- 
615, are for the payment of interest. 
For the payment of idterest on bonds 
fesned during the year and for the 
payment of the principal and inter 
est of short term revenue bonds 
which the city la compelled to issue 
in anticipation of the receipt of taxes 
$6,696,100 more is required. The 
redemption of small bond issues 
made Ín the outlying districts of the 
¢ity before consolidation will bring 
this total up to $7,430,992. For the 
payment of instalments on the, other 
bonds the sum of $5,226,199 ta set 
aside. So there is an expenditure of 
about $28,000,000 for the payment 
of interest and instalments on the 
principal of the city debt, to be 
raised from taxation, j 
' On population basis the cost of 
government in 1903 was $28.71 oach 
person. In 1906 it was $29.09 each 
person. These calculations do not 
take in the interest on bond lesues 
for public improvements or for an- 
ticipating the collection of taxes, 
which would swell the figures à lot. 
Taking a longer period, it is found 
that in the first year of consolidation 
the per capita cost was $22.89, while 
for 1906 the allowed per capita ap- 
propriation was $29.09; otherwise, 
an increase for each person of $6.20 
for this current year over what it 
was for eight years ago.

Mrs. John Dickinson, wife of one 
ot the Pennsylvania representatives 
in the Continental Congress. is cred- 
ited with being the original Mrs. 
Caudle. John had written the “Let- 
ters of a Pennsylvania Farmer,” 
which had dong much tò arouse a 
epirit—oflibertf among ithe pedple. 
Immediately after the introduction 
of Richard Henry Lee's first inde- 
pendence resolution Mrs. Dickinson 
began at her spouse from beneath 
the shadow of her nightcap. She 
kaid: “Johnnie, if you haye anything 
t do with this independence busi- 
peas you'll be ‘hanged and leave a 
most excellent widow.” 6 

Dickinson spoke against the reso- 
lution declaring the colonies to be 
fico and independent, and more than 
one of the members of Congress told 
film that it was the wife and not 
Dickinson who was speaking. 


- Betijamin Franklin's statewent af- 
ter the signing of the declaration is 
In every history in the land. The re- 
joinder that Benjamin Harrison 
made. to the other Benjamin's re- 
mark is not so well known. Frauk- 
Yin, after the last signature was af- 
fixed, said: “Now we must all hang 
together or we'll all hang sepa- 
rately.” 

Harrison was a heavy weight, and 
he had a ready wit. When Franklin 
spoke ‘Harrison looked down over his 
ample porportions and sald: ‘Yea, 
but when the drop us off at a rope’s 
end some of you light weights wil 
be kicking and suffering long after 
I am done for.” 


It has been fairly well established 
that John Witherspoon, the plous 
president. of . Princeton, lacking a 
prepared speech of bis own for the 
debate, quoted from Tom Paine's 
pamphiet, “Common Sense.” Tom 
Paine was an atheist, but that made 
little difference to the clergyman 
delegate when he had a chance to let 
his feolings ko ripping out with scn- 
torcos like this: It matters very lit- 
tle now what the King of Fngland 
either says or does, he hath wickedly 
broken through every moral and ha- 
man obligation, trampled ature 
and conscience beneath his feet, and 
by a steady and constitutional spirit 
ot insolence and cruelty procured for 
himself a universal hatred,” 

Some good Presbyterian In Con- 
gress took Witherspoon to task for 
quoting the atheist Paine, The rev- 
erend John turned on his critle and 
said; The devil's pitehfork is nave 
too bad @ weapon to use on a ty- 
rant.” 

Witherspoon on another oceasion 
lent some humor to the debate, John 
Diek nson had salà that the colonies 
were not ripe for independence, The 
Freabyterian divine was on his feet 
in an instant. He fairly howled at

“FORGE” OF VALLEY FORGE. 
A Bit of History That is Apropos 
Just Now. 

The hy forga which gave its 
name to Vaildy Forge is no longer in 
but its history can be 
traced. down to its destruction by 
Baltish- soldiery. 

The old forge was styled by its 
first dwners Mountjoy Forge, and as 
such was put up for sale in the mid- 
dic of the eighteenth century. Later 
on it Wak commonly called Valley 
Forge. 

Mountjoy Forge was dullt by a 
fartnership, > comprised of Daniel 
Valkor, Stephen Evans and Joseph 
Willams. It was ereceted somewhere 
botwon the dates of December, 1742, 
and April, 1761. 

It stood oh the east 
cteok, in what is now Montgomery 
county. The upper or west side of 
Valley crook is the Chester county 
sido. 

In 1701 Wiiliam Penn granted to 
his daughter, Letitla Penn, the 
manor of Mountjoy. From-this- time 
there were several conveyances be- 
fore 1742, when Stephen Eyans and 
Danie) Walker, farmers of Tredyffrin 
township, Chester county, acquired 
title to a tract of 175 acres of -the 
encient manor of Mountjoy. A few 
days afterward Joseph Will 
miller, of Lower Merion, jol 
Evans and Walker iu a tripartite ar- 
rangement of ownership, and they 
proceeded to improve the property. 

We net hear of the Forge as ot 
fered for sale. The following adver- 
tisement appeared in the Pennsyl 
vania Gazette of April 4, 1761: 

TO BE SOLD. 

The third part of Mountjoy Forge, 
situate in Upper Merion, on the 
River Schuylkill, hy the great road 
leading from Philadelphia to, the 
French Creek fron Works, 20 miles 
from Philadelphia, and not so far 
distant from ‘three furnaces. The 
sald works are in good repair, with 
one-third of the utensils to be sold; 
aleo one hundred and twenty acres 
of land bélonging thereto. For title 
and terms apply to Daniel Walker, 
living near the said- premises. 

Six months later the two partners 
of Walker offered: thelr shares of 
Mountjoy Forge for sale, aa the ad- 
vertisementa of the Gazette apprise 
us. The property was finally con- 
voyed to John Potts, and at that 
time, 1757, it included a saw mill 
and grist mill. 

It was [Isaac Potts, sixth son of 
the afore-mentioned John Potts, who 
was owner of the Valley Forge head- 
quarters, mansion and the grist mill 
at the time of the encampment, and 
he it was who saw Washington on 
his Aces at prayer in the woods at 
Valley Forge. Isaac Potts was born 


of Valley 


in 1760, and died at Cheltenham, ia | } 


1803. 

Five of the Potts brothers were at 
ti owners of the Valley Forge, 
and [nreo of them, Samuel, David 
sad Joseph, were chiefly concerned 
in working Mountjoy Forge. 

By the year 1767 the furnace 
bm fo be called. “Valley” Forge, 
instead of *Mountjoy.” 

It was burned by the British in 
Beptember, 1777, some months be- 
fore the American army began its 
encampment there. 

The site of the old forge was cov- 
ered with water when the new dam, 
built lower dowm the creek after the 


Mount Joy; and more than half s 
mile above the Valley mill.

sung. Opposition to the scheme was 
manifested by the mandarin class 
from the outeet, and it was only with 
the greatest difficulty that the strip 
of land required was obtained. “As 


most of the distriot traversed was 


purely agricultural the differences 
raised were fewer than would have 
otherwise been the case. The worn 
was finished and the rallway opened 
on June 30, 1876. Contrary to expec 
tation, thë attitude assumed by the 
natives was oné of friendly curiosity. 
They flocked to the railway in greater 
numbers than could be conveyed. But 
the management had not reckoned 
with the mandarin. 

A coolie, who had been bribed by 
the offer of a handsome payment to 
his family, walked in front of the train 
and was cut to pleces. ‘Demands were 
forthwith made by the Chinese offi- 
citls' that the driver of the engine 
shotld be given up to them on the 
lte for life principle. A lengthy cor- 
yozyondence ensued, and thé mandarin, 
fiading no impression’ could be 
on the railway people, worked on tne 
feclings of the native population #0 
as to cause them to remain in a state 
of incipient revolt against the new 
mode of progression. 

It was just when the attitude of the 
people began to cause uneasiness in 
on the understanding that the Chi- 
nete government offered to buy the 
rallway, and acting on the advice of 
the British Minister at Pekin, the 
railway company accepted the offer 
on the understanding that the Cat- 
nese should continue to work the line, 
which, despite the organized opposi» 
ton, was being largely patronised by 
the natives. The transfer was accord- 
ingly made, and the mandarin ran the 
trains for a while, when suddenly, 
without any reason or formal notice, 
the rolling stock was put on board a 
couple of steamers and sent to For- 
mosa, while the rails were pulled up 
and thr6wn into the ses. A few years 
later, however, the was recon- 
ftructed. Its control was taken over 
{rom the Chinese Imperial Railway 
misiinistration and invested in the 
Lonrd of Commissioners of the Shang- 
hal-Nanking Ratlway in 1905. 

‘ithe United States and China, the 
two great continental countries lying 
in the temperate zone, are both ideal 
ads for gigantic systems of rail- 
wa, but while the former has one 
mile of railway for every 360 inhab- 
Wants, China has about a mile for 
every 120,000 Inhabitants.
